Brakes to 
be put on 
EMS: Memo 


O Only Edmonton EMS mentioned, says AHS O Official 
says speed can be increased with consideration 


I Response time | 

► “There is no literature that proves that the 
potential savings of seconds in a response 
is beneficial over the increased risk of driv¬ 
ing at high speeds," said the memo from 
Dale Weiss, director Edmonton EMS. 


It appears the brakes could be put on 
Edmonton ambulances speeding to emer¬ 
gency calls, according to information ob¬ 
tained by Metro. 

An internal memo leaked to Metro pro¬ 
vides direction to Metro Edmonton EMS 
staff requiring them to respond to all calls 
within the posted speed limit. 

The memo, written by Dale Weiss, 
director of Edmonton/north zone metro 
operations for Alberta Health Services, was 
dated Dec. 22 and states that staff “are to 
respond within the posted speed Emits, 
even when responding with lights and 
siren.” The memo also included 
instructions on red-light policies, asking 
drivers to come to a complete stop before 
proceeding through intersections. 

Weiss receives a monthly spreadsheet 
of EMS vehicles that have triggered the 
red-light cameras in Edmonton, according 
to the document. In October, the 
document states, there were 232 
occurrences with speeds as high as 109 
km/h and red light durations of 60 
seconds. 

Weiss states that safety is the reason for 
the reinforcement of expectations. 

An AHS spokesperson told a slightly dif¬ 
ferent stoiy on the adherence to speed 


limits by EMS personnel. 

“EMS staff are encouraged to stay with¬ 
in the posted speed limit as much as possi¬ 
ble,” said Sheila Rougeau, EMS spokes¬ 
person for Alberta Health Services. Howev¬ 
er, Rougeau said that while the Edmonton 
memo was written with good intentions, 
emergency vehicles are actually allowed to 
accelerate under certain circumstances. 

An EMS worker in a rural jurisdiction 
outside of Edmonton not overseen by AHS 
said he and his co-workers think the new 
regulations are “crazy.” 

“If Fm an Edmonton crew and Fm 
transporting (a patient in cardiac arrest) to 
the hospital, I don’t want to be sitting at a 
red light with my lights going,” said the 
worker, who asked not to be identified.

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Poison, attack killed guinea pigs: Report 


The death of 65 guinea pigs 
at the Edmonton Valley Zoo 
last spring was due to a 
combination of poison and 
predatory attack, a report 
says. 

The document, released 
Thursday by the city, is 
based on the results of an 
investigation, autopsies and 
a pathology report. 

“I can tell you in my ca¬ 
reer of 29 years. I’ve never 
run into an 5 d:hing like this,” 
said Dr. Milton Ness, Ed-

found that in 15 per cent 
there were deep puncture 


wounds, an inch to an inch- 
and-a-half apart, leading in¬ 
vestigators to believe 
someone let a small dog or 
mammal into the enclo¬ 
sure. 

On the other 85 per cent 
of the animals there 
weren’t any such markings, 
but Ness found evidence in 
the brains, kidneys and liv¬ 
ers that suggests poisoning. 

Poisoned oranges were 
found in the guinea pigs’ 
enclosure at the time of 


their deaths. 

Ness said he hasn’t been 
able to identify the poison, 
but he is severely disturbed 
by the confirmation of 
what was initially suspect¬ 
ed back in May. 

“Everyone here at the 
zoo is very upset and devas¬ 
tated,” said Ness. 

Edmonton police contin¬ 
ue to suspect foul play but 
do not have any leads in the 
crime.

“Our focus is on the 
Christmas season, and the 
giving and receiving of 
gifts,” said Leland. “To me, 
this is a gift I can give 
back to the Haitian peo¬ 
ple, giving my skills as a 
registered nurse.” 

Leland has been a nurse 
since the early 1990s. She 


has never made a trip like 
this before, though she’s 
always wanted to — espe¬ 
cially since the Jan. 12 
earthquake hit. 

Following that cata¬ 
strophic event, Samari¬ 
tan’s Purse was on scene. 
Since the cholera out¬ 
break hit mid-October, 
Samaritan’s Purse rerout¬ 
ed their resources and 


opened cholera clinics in 
three different locations, 
thanks to medical volun¬ 
teers from all over the 
world. 

“We were very con¬ 
cerned over Christmas,” 
said Martin Silbernagel, 
communications adviser 
with the organization.

► Nearly 3,000 people have 
died from cholera in Haiti, 
and the illness has affected 
more than 100,000. This is 
after the earthquake killed 
300,000 and left 1.5 
million homeless. 

► Leland will be stationed at 
one of Samaritan’s Purse’s 
clinics in City Soleil, which 
is known as the biggest 
slum in the western world, 
said Sibernagel. There is 
also a training centre 
there, where Haitian doc¬ 
tors and nurses can learn 
from medical volunteers 
from around the world. 

► There are generally 45 
medical volunteers at the 
clinics each week, and 80 
will be in the country be¬ 
tween Christmas and the 
end of January 2011 .

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Eye doctor brings skills to Kenya

O Teaching keeps skills honed for rare cases here in 
Edmonton O Professor hopes to create similar 
training opportunities in India

Glaucoma isn’t common in 
children here, but in Kenya 
it is the No. 2 cause of 
blindness and in most de¬ 
veloping countries it is the 
leading cause of irreversible 
blindness. 

That is why Dr. Karim 
Damji, who was actually 
bom in Kenya, is currently 
in Africa. The ophthalmolo¬ 
gy professor at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta is currently 
overseas restoring vision to 


adults, children and babies 
suffering from glaucoma. 

Glaucoma is generally 
treated here before symp¬ 
toms get severe, but in 
most cases overseas, sw- 
gery is the only option. 

The irreversible blind¬ 
ness occurs “because the 
optic nerve that connects 
the eye to the brain actually 
dies,” said Damji in a phone 
interview from Ethiopia. 

But patients aren’t the 
only ones benefiting from 
Damji’s visit. 

For the last two years, 
Damji has been bringing 


doctors from Africa to the 
university on a fellowship 
program. After Damji 
works with them in teach¬ 
ing hospitals, they come to 
Edmonton for three or four 
months, then are sent back 
home. Some make multiple 
trips, and Damji takes fol¬ 
lowup trips as well. 

“They’re growing in 
their own environment, 
not away for a whole year, 
just short bits," he said. 

He will be in India after 
Christmas, and has already 
spent some time in Dubai 
and Kenya.

O Canada behind Britain, France and U.S. in 
seeking extradition of citizens, lawyers say 


The tales of Canadians 
trapped in European 
airports made headlines 
this week. But hundreds of 
forgotten Canadians are 
trapped abroad for far 
longer, and some may nev¬ 
er go home again. 

They are people jailed, 
often through no fault of 
their own, or kept as virtu¬ 
al prisoners by laws not 
recognized by Ottawa. 

Most, if not all, have 
grieving families who are 
also held prisoner through 
fear for their loved ones. 


Ottawa says it is well 
aware of cases of unjust 
imprisonment and is 
working behind the 
scenes to remedy them. 
But officials say there are 
limits to what diplomacy 
can do and that the major¬ 
ity of the 1,000 or so Cana¬ 
dians behind bars in other 
countries were breaking 
those countries’ laws. 

Critics are unconvinced. 

“Unless these matters 
are raised with significant 
pressure they tend to drop 
out,” says Dan McTeague, 


Liberal consular affairs 
critic. “Some of them are 
made more difficult by an 
incoherent Conservative 
ideology that hinders 
effective advocacy by the 
government in helping 
the lost and forgotten.” 

“Days come and go, but 
the pain and dejection re¬ 
main,” said Torontonian 
Antonella Mega, wife of 
Hamid Ghassemi-Shall, a 
Canadian who was 
convicted of espionage 
and imprisoned in Iran.

O Court agrees woman did not consent to sex 
with boyfriend’s identical twin brother 


A sexual assault case in 
which the victim 
thought she was having 
sex with a man’s identi¬ 
cal twin brother will not 
be heard by Canada's 
highest court. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has denied the 
man, who cannot be 
named, leave to appeal 
his conviction.

The man appealed his sex 
assault conviction, saying 
the trial judge was wrong 
in finding the mistaken 
identity meant the woman 
didn’t consent to sex. 

► Appeal declined The Court 
of Appeal for Ontario up¬ 
held his conviction earlier 
this year and yesterday the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
declined to hear his 
appeal of that decision. 

Later, she awoke to 

someone having sex with 


her and assumed it was 
the man with whom she 
had a relationship. 

She called out the 
man’s name several 
times and when he said 
nothing throughout the 
act she turned on the 
light, only to discover it 
was the man’s twin 
brother. 

In the Ontario Appeal 
Court decision in June, 
the panel of judges wrote 
that the woman did not 
agree to sexual inter¬ 
course with anyone other 
than the man with whom 
she had a relationship.

Mysterious lights in the 
sky and even a flying 
saucer are among the re¬ 
ported UFO sightings de¬ 
tailed in classified 
documents released by 
New Zealand’s military 
this week. 

The thousands of docu¬ 
ments cover more than 
50 years of New 
Zealanders’ reports of en¬ 
counters with 
unidentified flying 
objects. 

Most files suggest natu¬ 
ral explanations for the 
sightings, including mete¬ 
ors and reflections off 
boat lights. 

Among the reports was 
one from a man who 
wrote a letter in 1955 to 


inform authorities he had 
seen flying saucers, even 
witnessing one take off. 

The files also cover the 
country’s best-known 
UFO mystery in 1978 in 
the southern island town 
of Kaikoura. A cargo 
plane reported strange 
lights following it and air 
traffic controllers detect¬ 
ed radar blips they could 
not explain. 


The documents 
showed the government 
carefully took note of 
such reports, even if 
some citizens only 
received a polite thanks 
for their theories.

Force released the files 
Wednesday under a free- 
dom-of-information 
request.

Helen Mirren says she was 
compelled to make The 
Debt, a fact-based Holo¬ 
caust drama about a for¬ 
mer Mossad agent forced 
to confront her past as a 
Nazi hunter. 

“This film, it’s my his¬ 
tory,” Mirren says. “I was 
born after the war but on¬ 
ly just, and I was brought 
up with (the war) very 
present in my youth. It 
was only 10 years before. 
It’s like nothing when I 
think of it now.” 

Born Hyena Mironov to 
a British mother and Russ¬ 
ian father, Mirren wants 
to recognize what she calls 
“that profound part of liv¬ 
ing history. Americans in 
general have no idea of 
the suffering in Europe. 
It’s still veiy much a part 
of the present. You can 
feel it.” 


Mirren is currently in 
Hungary shooting The 
Door, which is also set in 
the same war-weary mi¬ 
lieu. 

“I play this Hungarian 
peasant, a housekeeper, a 
cleaner,” she says. “It’s a 
kind of history of Hun¬ 
gary, a history of the suf¬ 
fering of the Hungarian 
people through World 
War II, through Commu¬ 
nism, and so I think that’s 
what she symbolizes. It’s 
quite heavy and quite sur¬ 
real and quite Hungari¬ 
an.” 

On a lighter note, Mir¬ 
ren addresses her recent 
upsurge in popularity, her 
film roles and that sex- 
symbol vibe. 

“I guess it’s a good 
thing,” she says, laughing. 
“But all things pass. We 
can’t get wedded to any¬ 
thing, and I hope the pub¬ 
lic doesn’t get wedded to 
it either, because then 
they get really cross with 


you when it’s not the case 
anymore. Somehow it’s 
your fault, you know! 


“And I expect that to 
happen any minute. 
They’ll say, ‘She used to 


be sexy. What happened? 
How could she have done 
this to us?”’

Others 
you may have forgotten are Lethal 
Weapon (Jingle Bell Rock plays during 
the opening credits), Goodfellas (The 
Ronettes sing Frosty the Snowman dur¬ 
ing a Christmas party, and later Henry 
Hill (Ray Liotta) gives his wife a wad of 
bills as a Christmas present) and L.A. 
Confidential, which opens on “Bloody” 
Christmas, 1951, when dozens of police¬ 
men beat seven incarcerated Latino 
men.

Looking for holiday laughs? 

According to Monty ^hon’s The Mean¬ 
ing of Life, every day in Heaven is Christ¬ 
mastime, complete with dancers dressed 
as sexy Santas. In Trading Places we first 
see Dan Aykroyd drunk and decked out 
as Santa on a bus eating crusted food 
stuck in his beard. Even funnier is Ferdi¬ 
nand the duck’s alarming exclamation 
“Christmas means carnage!” in the 
movie Babe. 

Mistletoe Melodrama 

Let’s face it, Christmas brings a gamut 
of emotions, not just love and goodwill, 
and that’s precisely why 5 mletide scenes 
are so effective in dramas. Far From 
Heaven, the Todd Ha 5 mes film about fam¬ 
ily secrets, uses a drunken Christmas 
party to unveil some hard truths. And, of 
course, without the Christmas scene in 
Citizen Kane there would be no Rosebud 
mysteiy.

Jack Black’s latest film 
might be called Gulliver’s

Unless there’s a giant ro¬ 
bot battle not available in 
most editions of the novel, 
it has to be assumed that 
no one involved with this 
production bothered to 
read it. Instead they decid¬ 
ed it would be a good idea 


to have a giant Jack Black 
tiy to teach an 18th-centu- 
ly society about Star Wars. 
Somehow, against all odds, 
the final movie turned out 
to be even worse than that 
description sounds. 

The once entertaining 
Black hasn’t found a proj¬ 
ect suited to his skills since 
School Of Rock, and it’s 
painful to watch him em¬ 
barrass himself as a slacker 
mail clerk who is 
transported to Lilliput 
through the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle (no exaggeration, 
that’s what happens). This 
abysmal movie is so ill con¬ 
ceived that it’s hard to 
imagine even young 
children being forgiving 
enough to find it entertain¬ 
ing.

He causes people to believe. 

I remember when my colleague Bruce Rainnie first 
introduced us to Crosby on Hockey Day in Canada a 
few years back, and we all discovered the kid from No¬ 
va Scotia who was known to fire pucks at his mother’s 
washer and diyer. I met him with Kelly Hrudey at 
Grand Parade Square in Halifax. He was just a smiling 
boy. 

Crosby was a wonder then and remains a wonder 
now. 

The gift of Sid is veiy welcome this Christmas. He is 
to hockey what spirit is to the season — the essential 
ingredient.

O Washington coaches slammed as ‘disrespectful’ 
over handling of their high-paid quarterback 


The simmering feud be¬ 
tween Donovan McNabb 
and Mike Shanahan and 
his son continued Thurs¬ 
day with a blistering 
statement from the quar¬ 
terback’s agent. 

Fletcher Smith took 
aim directly at the Wash¬ 
ington coach and Kyle 
Shanahan, the Redskins’ 
offensive co-ordinator, for 
the way they have han¬ 
dled the benching of his 
client. 

Smith said the bad 
blood between the quar¬

“I believe there is ten¬ 
sion between Donovan 
and Kyle that’s rooted in 
the fact that Donovan has 
suggested modifications 
to Kyle’s offence based on

Smith wrote. “For exam¬ 
ple, Donovan has asked 
all year that the team run 
more screen passes to 
help manage the pass 
rush more effectively. 
Ironically, Kyle decided to 
employ Donovan’s sug¬ 
gestions after he uncere¬ 
moniously benched him 
on Sunday.” 

McNabb listened to 


questions from reporters 
Thursday while sitting in 
his car after practice, but 
did not answer before 
driving off. He was 
benched before last Sun¬ 
day’s game against Dallas 
and told by Mike Shana¬ 
han that he would not 
play the remainder of the 
season. Smith said in a 
statement that the Shana¬ 
hans have made com¬ 
ments that go beyond 
disrespectful and “un¬ 
precedented for a six-time 
Pro Bowl quarterback 
such as Donovan.”
